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ABSTRACT 

This  report  details  the  farm  sector's  financial  status  in  1983  on  earnings,  assets, 
and  liabilities.  Cash  Income  increased  $16.2  billion  to  $44.7  billion,  ending  the 
downward  trend  which  began  in  1980.  Increased  crop  marketings  from  inventories  and 
the  Government's  payment-in-kind  program  generated  much  of  the  Increase.  Total  farm 
assets  (including  farm  households)  dipped  1  percent  to  $1.03  trillion  as  of  January 
1,  1984,  mainly  because  of  a  decline  in  farm  real  estate  value.  Total  farm  produc¬ 
tion  expenses  decreased  3  percent  to  $135.3  billion.

NOTE 

Beginning  with  the  1985  publication  of  this  issue,  balance  sheet  data  will  be  based 
on  December  31  of  the  year  for  which  income  estimates  are  presented.  Currently, 
balance  sheet  items  are  defined  as  of  January  1  of  the  year  following  the  income 
year  examined. 
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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  of  five  in  the  Economic  Indicators  of  the  Farm  Sector  series. 
Other  reports  are  State  Income  and  Balance  Sheet  Statistics,  Production  and 
Efficiency  Statistics,  Farm  Sector  Review,  and  Costs  of  Production. 

All  income  estimates  in  this  report  are  on  a  calendar  year  basis.  Many  are  used 
as  basic  data  for  the  State  and  regional  personal  income  estimates  and  the  national 
income  and  product  accounts  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  data,  while  mainly  based  on  information  from  the  Statistical  Reporting  Service, 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  and  the  Census  of  Agriculture,  use  information  from 
other  Government  agencies  and  in  some  cases  from  private  sources.  Revisions  are 
normally  made  for  recent  years,  as  additional  information  becomes  available. 

This  publication  was  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Farm  Income  Estimation  Section  and 
the  Farm  Financial  Analysis  Section,  Economic  Indicators  Branch,  National  Economics 
Division,  ERS.

HIGHLIGHTS 


This  report  details  farm  earnings  and  farm  assets  and  liabilities.  It  treats  the 
whole  farm  sector  as  one  business  enterprise  so  that  meaningful  financial  compar¬ 
isons  can  be  made  from  one  year  to  the  next,  and  thus  the  relative  health  of  U.S. 
agriculture  itself  can  be  assessed  apart  from  nonagricultural  and  family  financial 
considerations. 

Here's  how  the  farm  sector  measured  up  in  1983: 

Net  cash  Income  from  farming  (the  difference  between  cash  income,  regardless  of 
how  much  is  produced,  and  cash  expenses)  increased  $16.2  billion  to  $44.7  billion 
and  ended  the  downward  trend  which  began  in  1980.  Cash  income  also  includes  such 
factors  as  Government  payments  and  income  from  customwork  and  machine  hire.  The 
increase  was  sparked  mainly  by  the  record  drawdown  of  Inventory  surpluses  of  wheat, 
corn,  grain  sorghum,  upland  cotton,  and  rice,  and  the  payment- in-kind  program,  which 
included  Federal  payments  that  rose  to  $9.3  billion,  up  from  1982' s  $3.5  billion. 
Operators  who  participated  in  the  program  agreed  to  idle  a  certain  number  of  produc¬ 
tive  acres  in  exchange  for  Government  payments  in  the  form  of  commodities. 

Net  farm  income  in  1983  fell  to  $16.1  billion,  down  28  percent  from  the  $22.3  bil¬ 
lion  of  1982.  This  measure  differs  from  net  cash  income  from  farming  because  of 
the  inclusion  of  household  and  noncash  income  and  expense  Items.  These  items  in¬ 
clude:  home  consumption  of  products  by  family  and  resident  hired  labor,  depreciation 
of  farm  capital,  rental  value  and  expenses  associated  with  the  farm  dwelling,  and 
the  value  of  inventory  change.  The  inventory  change,  which  was  deducted  from  gross 
income  to  offset  sales  of  commodities  produced  in  prior  years,  was  $11.7  billion 
in  1983.  Thus,  it  accounted  for  a  major  portion  of  the  difference  between  net  cash 
income  and  net  farm  Income. 

Total  farm  production  expenses  decreased  3  percent  in  1983  to  $135.3  billion.  Net 
rent  to  nonoperator  landlords  showed  the  greatest  decline;  it  fell  23  percent  to 
$3.7  billion.  Machine  hire  and  customwork  and  fertilizer  and  lime  expenses  also 
decreased  substantially. 

Total  farm  assets  (including  farm  households)  dipped  1  percent  to  $1.03  trillion 
on  January  1,  1984,  and  farm  real  estate  values  dropped  from  $769  billion  to 
$764  billion.  The  debt- to-asset  ratio  rose  slightly  from  20.7  to  20.8  percent. 

Total  farm  assets  (excluding  farm  households)  dropped  from  $944  billion  to  $929 
billion.

BACKGROUND 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  has  annually  published  a  comprehensive 
set  of  income  and  balance  sheet  estimates  relating  to  agriculture  since  the  mid¬ 
twenties.  The  estimates  are  based  on  many  sources  of  data.  Some  of  these  sources, 
including  the  Census  of  Agriculture,  are  not  available  annually.  Therefore,  the 
estimates  are  made  on  a  benchmark-mover  system.  Under  this  system,  primary  data 
are  incorporated  as  they  become  available  and  moved  with  the  most  appropriate 
annual  data  between  benchmark  years.  The  series  have  been  revised  and  expanded 
through  time,  incorporating  individual  State  estimates  in  1949  and  sales  class  dis¬ 
tributions  in  1960.  The  oldest  of  the  series  is  the  net  farm  income  series,  which 
accounts  for  the  net  value  of  goods  and  services  produced  by  the  farm  sector  within 
a  calendar  year,  similar  to  the  purpose  of  the  national  income  accounts  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce.  Information  on  the  nonfarm  assets  and  debts  of  farm 
operators  is  limited  and  is  not  reported  in  this  publication. 

New  production  sector  accounts  were  added  in  1980  as  a  response  to  the  expanding 
needs  of  government  policymakers,  agribusiness,  and  others  in  the  private  sector 
for  a  collection  of  indicators  of  the  well-being  of  the  agricultural  production 
sector.  In  the  new  accounts,  the  economic  viability  of  the  production  units 
(establishments)  of  the  farm  sector  (a  part  of  the  business  sector  of  the  national 
economy)  are  considered  apart  from  the  well-being  of  the  farm  operator  families  (a 
part  of  the  household  sector  of  the  national  economy).  This  separation  has  allowed 
for  an  improved  analysis  of  the  wealth  and  income  status  of  farm  production  units 
and  the  operators  of  those  units  by  type  of  farm,  value  of  sales  class,  and  type  of 
ownership.  Another  major  difference  between  the  production  sector  accounts  and  net 
farm  income  is  that  net  CCC  loans  are  treated  as  loans  rather  than  sales  until  they 
are  liquidated. 

The  agricultural  production  sector  is  separated  from  the  marketing,  processing, 
and  distributing  sectors  within  agriculture  and  can  be  subdivided  according  to 
geographic  location,  type  of  ownership,  and  type  of  farm  (for  example,  cash  grain, 
livestock,  and  tobacco).  Disaggregation  of  the  production  sector  according  to 
business  organization  should  include  sole  proprietors,  partnerships,  and  corpora¬ 
tions,  but  additional  data  are  needed  to  provide  a  complete  breakdown  by  this 
classification.  Some  data  by  State  will  appear  in  this  issue  and  more  detailed 
State  information  will  appear  in  another  issue  later  this  year. 

The  terms  "farm”  and  "establishment"  mean  the  places  where  production  occurs.  The 
establishment  concept  differs  from  the  farm  concept  in  that  it  excludes  any 
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households.  Since  1975,  the  farm  definition  is  the  official  Census  of  Agriculture 
definition  adopted  in  1974  which  includes  places  with  actual  or  potential  sales  of 
agricultural  products  of  $1,000  or  more. 

Households  include  all  families  or  individuals  receiving  income  from  the  agricultural 
production  sector.  The  household  category  emphasized  in  this  report  is  farm  opera¬ 
tors,  although  some  of  the  tables  include  landlords  and  employee  categories.  The 
operator  is  the  senior  individual  who  makes  daily  management  decisions.  This  publi¬ 
cation  assumes  that  there  is  one  operator  per  farm.  The  operator  category  includes 
owners  and  tenants  as  well  as  managers  associated  with  corporate  or  institutional 
es  tablishments. 

Besides  households,  this  report  shows  income  of  the  resident  farm  population.  The 
farm  population  includes  all  persons  living  in  rural  territory  on  places  with  agri¬ 
cultural  sales  or  potential  sales  of  $1,000  or  more.  This  category  does  not  include 
farm  operators,  landlords,  or  employees  who  do  not  live  on  farms. 

This  publication  consists  of  an  income  section  (tables  2  through  71)  and  a  balance 
sheet  section  (tables  72  through  106),  Table  1  highlights  measures  of  the  farm 
sector's  overall  financial  status.  Titles  of  tables  in  both  sections  indicate 
whether  farm  household  transactions  are  included  or  excluded. 

INCOME  ACCOUNTS 

The  Federal  Government  initiated  the  payment- in-kind  (PIK)  program  in  1983  to  re¬ 
duce  large  commodity  inventories  which  had  accumulated  over  the  previous  years. 
Operators  who  signed  up  for  the  program  agreed  to  idle  a  certain  number  of  produc¬ 
tive  acres  for  the  growing  season  in  exchange  for  Government  payments  in  the  form 
of  commodities.  About  800,000  operators  joined  the  program,  idling  47  million 
acres.  The  effects  of  the  PIK  program  are  evident  in  several  components  of  the 
income  series.  The  most  direct  effect  is  the  increase  in  Government  payments. 
Secondary  effects  of  PIK  are  indicated -by  the  drawdown  of  inventories  and  corre¬ 
sponding  marketings  of  crops,  the  reduction  in  several  production  expense  items, 
and  the  substantial  increase  in  CCC  loans  liquidated.  Because  of  the  occurrence 
of  an  unanticipated  major  drought  in  1983  subsequent  to  the  planned,  but  unusually 
large  reduction  in  planted  crop  acreage,  the  reader  should  view  all  Income  indica¬ 
tors  of  the  farm  sector  to  understand  what  each  series  measures.  For  example,  the 
PIK  program  makes  the  net  change  in  inventories  a  key  component  in  the  1983  income 
estimates,  and  definitional  differences  make  treatment  of  the  net  change  in  inven¬ 
tories  vary  in  each  income  series. 

Farm  Production  Transactions 


The  transactions  accounts  measure  the  Income  from  agricultural  production  establish¬ 
ments  so  that  the  value  added  by  the  farm  production  sector  can  be  distributed  to  the 
factors  of  production.  The  returns  to  operators  account  is  actually  the  residual  re¬ 
turns  to  management  after  payment  is  made  to  the  other  factors.  The  accounts  depict 
the  income-producing  process  as  a  series  of  transactions  which  include  various 
sources  of  receipts  and  allocations  of  expenses.  The  owners  of  the  factors  of  pro¬ 
duction  receive  the  returns  earned  by  the  factors. 

In  the  transactions  summary,  the  residual  is  returns  to  operators.  Returns  to  opera¬ 
tors  decreased  39  percent  to  $9.2  billion  in  1983,  following  a  decline  of  38  percent 
in  1982.  Gross  farm  receipts  dropped  7  percent  to  $139  billion  in  1983,  down  from 
$149  billion  in  1982.  Farm  marketings  were  up  5  percent  to  $143.3  billion  in  1983, 
and  inventories  fell  by  $16.4  billion  in  contrast  to  the  $15. 7-billion  buildup  which 
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occurred  over  the  2  preceding  years.  Government  payments  rose  from  $3.5  billion  in 

1982  to  $9.3  billion  in  1983,  largely  because  of  increased  diversion  payments  and 
the  PIK  program.  Other  farm  income  (machine  hire,  customwork,  and  land  generating 
recreational  income)  dropped  to  $1.5  billion  in  1983  from  $2  billion  in  1982. 
Nonmoney  income  (rental  value  of  farm  laborers'  dwellings  and  the  value  of  home 
consumption)  decreased  slightly  to  $1.2  billion. 

Nonfactor  payments  (expenses)  dipped  1.6  percent  to  $94.7  billion  when  intermediate 
product  expenses,  such  as  fuel  and  fertilizer,  decreased  to  $70.9  billion  in  1983 
from  $72.4  billion  the  year  before.  Capital  consumption  decreased  slightly,  and 
business  taxes  rose  4  percent.  Factor  payments  (those  associated  with  factors  of 
production,  such  as  land — either  owned  or  rented,  labor,  and  capital)  excluding 
returns  to  operators  decreased  to  $35.1  billion  in  1983  from  $37.8  billion  in  1982. 
Of  the  individual  factors,  interest  expenses  for  borrowed  capital  decreased 
$968  million,  wages  to  hired  labor  fell  $346  million,  and  net  rent  to  all  landlords 
decreased  about  $1.3  billion. 

Net  Cash  Farm  Income  and  Net  Cash  Flow 

The  two  net  cash  series  include  only  cash  transaction  items,  except  for  share  rent. 
(Also,  in  1983,  PIK  income  was  included  In  the  net  cash  series.)  Net  cash  income 
spans  the  period  In  which  it  is  received  rather  than  earned.  The  cash  method  of 
accounting  allows  individual  operators  the  most  flexibility  in  their  tax  management 
practices.  The  net  cash  flow  series  measures  the  abilities  of  operators  to  meet 
their  shortrun  financial  obligations. 

Net  cash  farm  Income  Increased  to  $44.7  billion  in  1983  from  $28.5  billion  in  1982, 
ending  the  downward  trend  which  began  in  1980.  Revenue  from  cash  sources  totaled 
$154.2  billion  in  1983,  up  from  $141.9  billion  in  1982.  Farm  marketings  (including 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  loans  forfeited)  rose  to  $143.3  billion  from 
$136.4  billion.  Livestock  receipts  declined  to  $69.2  billion  from  $70.1  billion, 
but  crop  receipts  increased  to  $74.1  billion  from  $66.3  billion.  Government  pay¬ 
ments  increased  $5.8  billion  to  $9.3  billion,  and  other  cash  farm  income  decreased 
to  $1.5  billion  from  $2  billion.  Total  cash  outlays  declined  to  $109.5  billion  in 

1983  from  $113.4  billion  in  1982.  Net  cash  income  from  farming  was  the  residual 
at  $44.7  billion. 

Net  cash  flow  of  the  farm  production  sector  is  the  sum  of  net  cash  farm  income 
plus  the  change  in  loans  outstanding,  net  change  in  farmers'  currency  and  demand 
deposits,  and  net  rent  to  all  landlords,  minus  the  capital  expenditures.  Net  cash 
flow  in  1983  increased  slightly  to  $34.4  billion.  Although  net  cash  income  was  a 
record  high  $44.7  billion,  the  change  in  CCC  loans  outstanding  partially  offset 
that  increase  by  $4.6  billion.  The  change  in  real  estate  loans  in  1983  was  $2.1 
billion,  and  for  nonreal  estate  loans  excluding  CCC,  the  change  was  $768  million. 
Net  rent  to  all  landlords  dropped  to  $4.3  billion,  capital  expenditures  dropped  to 
$13.1  billion,  and  the  net  change  in  currency  and  demand  deposits  increased  to 
$229  million. 


Net  Farm  Income 

The  net  farm  income  account  includes  the  farm  household  and,  therefore,  differs 
from  the  production  sector  accounts.  This  measure  of  net  farm  income  is  more  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  gross  national  product  and  national  income  series.  The  Department 
of  Commerce  uses  the  data  to  estimate  national  income.  The  farm  household  accounts 
affect  both  income  and  expenses  in  net  farm  income.  The  imputed  rental  value  of 
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farm  dwellings  occupied  by  farm  operators  is  an  income  component.  Expenses  for 
these  dwellings  include  the  costs  of  repair  and  operation,  interest,  taxes,  capital 
consumption,  and  other  miscellaneous  expenses. 

The  net  farm  income  series  accounts  for  production  and  its  contribution  to  national 
wealth  (income)  in  the  year  in  which  production  occurred.  CCC  loans  are  treated  as 
sales  at  the  time  the  commodity  is  placed  under  loan,  recognizing  the  fact  that  the 
decision  to  repay  the  loan  and  reclaim  the  commodity  is  the  producer's.  If  the  pro¬ 
ducer  exercises  the  option  to  repurchase  the  commodity  at  a  later  date  for  resale,  a 
transaction  is  made  to  deduct  the  repayment  to  CCC  from  the  value  of  the  open  market 
sale,  leaving  only  the  difference  between  the  market  price  and  loan  rate  for  each 
unit  of  commodity  to  be  included  in  the  cash  receipts  for  the  year  these  two  trans¬ 
actions  occur. 

Net  farm  income  in  1983  dropped  to  an  estimated  $16.1  billion  from  the  $22.3  billion 
of  1982.  Cash  receipts  fell  $6  billion  to  $138.7  billion.  Crop  receipts  decreased 
$5.1  billion;  livestock  receipts  lost  $936  million.  But  the  rise  in  Government  pay¬ 
ments  nearly  offset  the  decline.  Production  expenses  decreased  $4.2  billion.  Pro¬ 
ducers  maintained  their  gross  income,  before  inventory  adjustment,  at  near  1982 
levels  by  selling  $11.7  billion  of  commodities  from  private  inventories  carried  into 
1983,  which  contrasted  with  the  drop  in  net  farm  income,  the  primary  measure  of  cur¬ 
rent-year  production  minus  expenses.  Production  was,  of  course,  off  substantially 
because  of  the  PIK  program  and  severe  summer  drought. 

Gross  Income  and  Expense  Components  of  the  Accounts 

Crop  cash  receipts  declined  6.8  percent  to  $69.5  billion  in  1983.  Two  consecutive 
record  high  crops  in  1981  and  1982  and  the  carryover  of  large  quantities  of  unsold 
inventories  led  to  Government  efforts  to  reduce  acres  planted  to  the  major  field 
crops.  The  severe  drought  triggered  larger  than  planned  production  decreases. 

Record  sales  from  inventories  offset  much  of  the  drop  in  sales  from  the  lower  1983 
production. 

Cash  Receipts 


Cash  receipts  for  feed  grains  and  hay  fell  $1.5  billion  to  $16.8  billion  because  of 
the  sale  of  2.7  billion  bushels  of  corn  from  beginning-year  inventories  which  offset 
over  half  of  the  drop  in  corn  production.  Cash  receipts  for  food  grains  also  fell 
by  $1.6  billion,  and  wheat  receipts  declined  1  percent  and  rice  receipts  42  percent. 
Oil  crops  cash  receipts,  at  $13.3  billion,  changed  little  from  1982;  small  declines 
in  soybean  and  peanut  receipts  partially  offset  a  slight  rise  in  sunf lowerseed  re¬ 
ceipts.  Cotton  receipts,  bolstered  somewhat  by  large  marketings  from  inventories, 
still  fell  13.4  percent  to  $4.3  billion. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  livestock  and  products  fell  $936  million  from  the 
record  $70.1  billion  in  1982,  and  about  matched  1981 's  receipts.  Cash  receipts  for 
meat  animals  were  $38.8  billion  in  1983,  $2.1  billion  lower  than  1982.  Receipts 
from  the  marketings  of  hogs  and  cattle  were  off  $1.2  billion  and  $872  million, 
respectively.  Dairy  and  poultry  marketings  each  rose  slightly. 

Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Loans 

In  contrast  to  the  net  farm  income  accounts,  the  production  sector  accounts  consider 
CCC  loans  as  loans  until  they  are  sold  or  liquidated  (delivered  to  CCC).  The  inven¬ 
tory  Includes  these  CCC  commodities.  Their  effect  on  the  balance  sheet  is  minimal 
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because  the  commodities  are  carried  on  the  asset  side  and  the  loans  on  the  debt 
side.  The  only  difference  is  that  the  asset  values  are  at  the  market  price  rather 
than  the  loan  rate.  In  the  net  farm  income  accounts,  CCC  loans  become  sales  at  the 
time  the  loan  is  made  and  added  to  farm  marketings.  Whether  treated  as  a  sale  or 
loan,  the  effect  on  cash  flow  is  the  same.  Net  CCC  loans  (loans  made  minus  loans 
repaid)  were  only  minus  $749  million  in  1983,  which  had  little  impact  on  the  income 
measures.  The  loans  liquidated  were  an  unusually  large  $3.9  billion  because  farmers 
forfeited  loans  to  CCC  as  a  part  of  the  PIK  program. 

Change  in  Inventory 

Estimates  of  the  value  of  the  change  in  the  quantities  of  commodities  in  farmer-owned 
inventories  exist  so  as  to  account  for  production  not  sold  In  the  year  of  harvest. 
Negative  values  represent  a  reduction  in  inventories  produced  in  prior  years  and 

serve  to  offset  revenues  from  such  sales  so  that  net  farm  Income  may  account  only 

for  production  occurring  in  the  current  year. 

Changes  in  inventories  in  the  income  accounts  reflect  the  change  in  quantity  between 
January  1  and  December  31,  multiplied  by  the  calendar-year  average  price  and  is 
called  the  value-of-the-change-in-quantity  concept.  The  result  differs  from  the 
normal  tax  valuation  process  which  emphasizes  the  change- in- the-value  of  inventories 
computed  as  the  quantity  on  December  31,  valued  at  the  price  on  December  31,  minus 

the  quantity  on  January  1,  valued  at  the  price  on  January  1  of  a  given  year.  The 

value-of-the-change-in-quantity  concept  may  cause  wide  fluctuations  in  value  of  in¬ 
ventory  changes.  (Inventories  generally  are  drawn  down  in  years  of  lower  production 
and  higher  prices,  and  inventories  increase  in  years  of  lower  prices.)  This  concept 
eliminates  the  effects  of  changes  in  the  value  of  inventories  produced  in  previous 
years  and  reduces  the  effects  of  quantity-induced  price  changes.  Its  use  In  net  farm 
income  is  preferred  over  the  change- in- value  concept. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  reliable  information  regarding  farmer-owned  stocks  stored 
both  onfarm  and  off,  the  quantity  change  in  inventory  for  crops  is  essentially  a 
residual  derived  by  deducting  the  quantities  sold  and  fed  from  production.  The 
quantity  change  is  then  multiplied  by  calendar-year  average  prices.  For  livestock, 
the  value  is  the  change  in  the  number  of  animals  during  the  year,  multiplied  by 
the  average  value  per  head.  Inventory  change  for  1983  is  estimated  at  minus  $11.7 
billion  compared  with  a  revised  minus  $2.6  billion  for  1982  and  plus  $7.9  billion 
for  1981.  The  drawdown  in  Inventories  of  corn  of  2.7  billion  bushels  accounted 
for  $8.1  billion  of  the  total  1983  Inventory  reduction.  The  combined  effects  of 
PIK  and  severe  summer  drought  reduced  the  1983  com  crop  to  about  half  the  level 
of  the  1981  and  1982  crops. 

Farm  Income  from  Other  Sources 


Farm  income  from  sources  other  than  marketings  (direct  Government  payments,  other 
cash  income,  and  nonmoney  income)  increased  25  percent  in  1983  to  $24.4  billion. 
Direct  Government  payments  accounted  for  $9.3  billion.  About  $5.2  billion  came 
from  the  PIK  program.  Other  diversion-related  payments  for  food  and  feed  grains 
accounted  for  about  $1  billion.  Payments  for  other  commodities,  particularly 
cotton,  declined.  Other  cash  farm  income  totaled  $1.5  billion  from  machine  hire 
and  customwork  and  recreational  activities.  Nonmoney  income  of  $13.6  billion  con¬ 
sisted  of  $12.7  billion  in  imputed  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  and  $958  million 
for  the  value  of  farm  products  consumed  on  the  farm  where  produced. 
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Production  Expenses 


Farm  production  expenses  fell  by  3  percent  in  1983,  reflecting  a  continuance  of  the 
relatively  low  price  increases  for  purchased  inputs  exhibited  by  the  1.9-percent  rise 
in  production  expenses  in  1982  and  a  decline  in  quantities  purchased.  The  Government 
programs  that  idled  cropland  acreages  caused  a  reduction  in  the  purchases  of  manu¬ 
factured  inputs  applied  to  the  land  and  the  crops  planted  on  that  land. 

A  combination  of  declining  inflation  in  the  general  economy,  led  by  price  reductions 
in  gasoline  and  diesel  fuel  and  interest  rates,  meant  better  earnings  for  producers. 
Less  demand  for  purchased  farm  inputs  also  reduced  related  prices.  Fertilizer 
expenses  were  off  16  percent,  seed  13  percent,  petroleum  products  8  percent,  and 
interest  on  nonreal  estate  debt  11  percent,  all  of  which  related  directly  to  acres 
planted  to  crops.  Livestock  purchased  by  farmers,  generally  for  breeding  stock  and 
feeders,  dipped  9  percent.  Rent  paid  by  producers  to  nonoperator  landlords  fell  by 
23  percent,  reflecting  the  effects  of  Government  payments  and  the  drought  on  share- 
cropping  arrangements. 


Capital  Expenditures 

Total  farm  structure  and  machinery  expenditures  declined  in  1983  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year.  Total  expenditures  (including  operator  dwellings)  for  capital 
items  fell  about  7  percent  to  $14.1  billion  in  1983.  The  only  increase  in  capital 
expenditures  was  for  trucks  and  automobiles  which  increased  by  16.8  percent. 

Capital  expenditures  for  machinery  and  equipment  dropped  5  percent  to  $4.9  billion. 
The  largest  decline  in  capital  expenditures,  19.4  percent  to  $4.3  billion,  was  for 
buildings. 


Total  Farm  Operator  Income 

Total  farm  operator  income  is  the  same  under  both  the  transactions  accounts  and  the 
net  farm  income  accounts  because  the  imputed  net  rental  value  of  operator  dwellings 
and  net  rent  to  operator  landlords  are  added  into  the  total  in  the  transactions 
accounts.  Off-farm  sources  are  the  same  for  both  accounts.  Total  operator  income 
decreased  in  1983  because  income  from  farm  sources  declined.  Returns  to  operators 
sagged  to  $9.2  billion  from  $14.9  billion,  and  off-farm  income  increased  to  $41  bil¬ 
lion  from  $39.4  billion.  Net  rental  value  of  operator  dwellings  fell  to  $6.3  bil¬ 
lion  from  $6.6  billion,  and  net  rent  to  operator  landlords  slipped  to  $602  million 
from  $791  million.  Total  operator  Income  fell  to  $57.1  billion. 

Revisions  to  Income 


Part  of  the  ongoing  process  of  updating  the  farm  income  accounts  includes  the  annual 
incorporation  of  new  and  revised  data  from  a  variety  of  sources.  All  income  and  ex¬ 
pense  items  were  revised  back  to  1980.  Two  items,  tax  expenses  and  off-farm  income, 
were  revised  back  to  1979,  along  with  the  aggregate  accounts  of  which  they  are  com¬ 
ponents.  Changes  In  estimates  of  cash  receipts  for  1981  resulted  from  the  cumulative 
effect  of  numerous  minor  data  revisions.  The  1982  receipts  were  affected  mainly  by 
changes  in  the  marketing  patterns  for  the  crops  as  reported  in  the  December  1983 
Crop  Production  report  for  major  1982  crops.  1/

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BALANCE  SHEET  ACCOUNTS 


The  balance  sheet  accounts  contain  two  sets  of  statistics,  one  which  includes  data  on 
farm  households  and  another  set  which  excludes  data  on  farm  households.  The  title  of 
tables  indicate  whether  data  on  farm  households  are  included. 

Assets 


Total  farm  assets  including  those  of  farm  households  decreased  to  $1.03  trillion  on 
January  1,  1984,  from  nearly  $1.05  trillion  on  January  1,  1983.  Total  farm  assets 
excluding  those  of  farm  households  slumped  to  $929  billion  from  $944  billion. 

The  balance  sheet  accounts  excluding  household  assets  also  exclude  the  assets  attri¬ 
butable  to  operators'  dwellings,  the  household  portion  of  automobiles  and  trucks, 
household  equipment,  time  deposits,  and  U.S.  savings  bonds. 

Almost  all  categories  of  assets  contributed  to  the  decline  in  the  value  of  farm  as¬ 
sets  during  1983.  Real  estate  value  (including  farm  households)  decreased  0.6  per¬ 
cent  to  $764  billion.  Machinery,  crops  stored  on  and  off  the  farm,  and  livestock 
and  poultry  all  decreased.  Continued  low  farm  income  compared  with  the  seventies 
and  high  interest  rates  caused  real  estate  values  to  drop  even  more.  The  value  of 
crops  in  storage  had  the  largest  percentage  decline,  18.4  percent,  because  of  the 
drought  and  the  PIK  program. 

Real  estate  values  (excluding  households)  dropped  to  $705  billion  from  $709  billion, 
contributing  to  a  decline  in  total  assets  (excluding  households)  to  $929  billion  from 
$944  billion.  Only  the  financial  assets  category  did  not  decline. 

Debt  and  Equity 

The  set  of  balance  sheet  accounts,  which  excludes  farm  household  assets,  eliminates 
the  portion  of  the  debt  attributed  to  operator  dwellings,  household  portion  of  auto¬ 
mobiles  and  trucks,  and  household  equipment. 

Although  farm  real  estate  makes  up  75  percent  of  total  assets,  real  estate  debt  con¬ 
sists  only  of  slightly  more  than  50  percent  of  total  debt.  The  equity  in  the  farm 
sector,  then,  consists  mostly  of  equity  in  real  estate. 

Total  liabilities  (including  households)  decreased  about  1  percent  to  $215  billion 
on  January  1,  1984,  from  $216  billion  on  January  1,  1983.  Real  estate  debt  in¬ 
creased  2  percent  and  nonreal  estate  debt  (excluding  CCC  debt)  rose  1  percent.  CCC 
loans  outstanding  fell  more  than  30  percent  because  of  high  commodity  prices  and 
payment  of  PIK  entitlements.  Proprietors'  equity  decreased  over  1  percent  because 
the  percentage  of  debt  declined  less  than  the  drop  in  assets.  The  debt-to-asset 
ratio  increased  slightly  to  20.8  percent  from  20.7  percent. 

Total  debt  (excluding  households)  decreased  1  percent  to  $201  billion  on  January  1, 
1984,  from  the  year-earlier  level  of  $203  billion.  Real  estate  debt  increased 
2  percent  and  nonreal  estate  debt  (excluding  CCC  debt)  rose  1  percent.  Proprietors' 
equity  decreased  2  percent,  and  the  debt-to-asset  ratio  increased  slightly  to  21.6 
from  21.5. 
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Returns  to  Equity  2/ 


Returns  to  equity  declined  in  1983  when  both  farm  income  and  capital  gains  fell  from 
the  1982  level.  Equity  capital  is  the  market  value  of  farm  assets,  excluding  house¬ 
holds,  less  debt.  The  income  returns  to  this  equity  become  a  residual  flow  by  taking 
income  from  farm  resources  and  subtracting  an  estimated  value  for  management,  opera¬ 
tor's  labor,  and  interest  paid  on  the  indebted  portion  of  total  farm  assets  used  in 
production.  An  imputed  charge  for  operator  and  family  labor  is  based  on  total  annual 
work  hours  contributed  to  production,  multiplied  by  the  average  hourly  wage  rates 
actually  paid  for  hired  workers.  The  imputed  charge  for  managerial  functions  covers 
the  operational  aspects  of  management,  assumed  at  5  percent  of  the  value  of  farm  cash 
receipts,  minus  livestock  and  feed  purchases,  plus  net  inventory  change  and  Govern¬ 
ment  payments. 

Returns  to  equity  measures  the  changes  in  the  value  of  farm  assets  in  terms  of  both 
nominal  and  real  value.  Nominal  capital  gains  are  measures  of  the  change  in  the 
value  of  farm  physical  assets  each  year  minus  the  value  of  net  investment  in  farm 
production  assets  (capital  expenditures  less  capital  consumption  allowances  and 
transfers  of  assets).  Real  capital  gains  are  the  amount  by  which  nominal  gains 
exceed  the  loss  in  purchasing  power  from  inflation-induced  increases  as  measured  by 
the  Consumer  Price  Index,  all  items  (1967=100).  For  example,  if  the  nominal  value 
of  farm  assets  valued  at  $100  billion  increased  during  the  year  by  $10  billion  and 
the  general  level  of  price  inflation  was  8  percent,  then  the  real  capital  gain  on 
farm  assets  is  $2  billion  (10  -  (0.08x100)  =  2).  The  $2  billion  represents  a  gain  in 
real  wealth. 

Real  capital  gains  or  losses  thus  reflect  both  the  change  in  the  nominal  value  of 
farm  assets,  excluding  households,  during  the  year  and  the  change  in  purchasing 
power  in  the  funds  tied  up  in  assets  and  debts.  For  example,  during  periods  when 
farm  physical  assets  increase  in  value  faster  than  the  rate  of  inflation,  a  gain  in 
real  wealth  is  attained  on  farm  assets.  But,  if  asset  values  do  not  increase  as 
fast  as  the  inflation  rate,  a  loss  in  real  wealth  occurs.  For  monetary  assets,  such 
as  demand  deposits  and  currency,  if  purchasing  power  is  eroded  by  inflation,  a  real 
capital  loss  ensues.  For  farm  debt,  the  effects  are  the  opposite  of  those  for  mone¬ 
tary  assets.  For  debtors,  inflation  means  real  capital  gain,  and  deflation  turns 
into  real  capital  loss. 

The  rates  of  returns  from  income  and  real  capital  gains  to  equity  in  assets  result 
from  dividing  the  respective  amount  by  the  equity  value  of  farm  assets.  Residual 
farm  income,  farm  equity,  and  real  capital  gains  can  be  added  together  as  can  their 
rates  of  return;  however,  the  reader  is  cautioned  that  it  may  not  be  appropriate  in 
an  economic  sense  to  add  farm  income  and  nominal  capital  gains  to  measure  the  well¬ 
being  of  farm  operators.  Increasing  capital  gains  that  benefit  some  farmers  may 
hurt  smaller  and  younger  farmers  who  try  to  expand  their  farm  size  and  income.

Data  in  tables  56  through  71  are  estimated  using  information  from  several 
sources.  They  include  the  Census  of  Agriculture,  periodic  surveys,  special 
studies,  and  other  related  information.  The  published  distributions  are  believed 
to  be  reasonable  approximations.  However,  basic  information  is  limited  and  usually 
dated.  More  specifically,  the  annual  farm  income  and  expense  items  are  generally 
distributed  to  sales  classes  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  distributions  from  the 
latest  Census  data  available.  Census  data  are  collected  every  4  or  5  years  and 
there  is  a  considerable  lag  in  their  availability.  Therefore,  the  most  recent 
sales  class  distributions  in  this  publication  are  based  on  the  1978  Census  sales 
class  distributions  and  the  1979  Farm  Finance  Survey.  Beginning  next  year  when 
the  1982  Census  data  will  be  available,  the  distributions  from  1982  forward  will 
be  based  on  the  1982  Census  benchmarks.  This  means  that  the  estimates  for  years 
following  the  latest  benchmarks  are  in  effect  projections  which  may  be  subject  to 
substantial  revisions  when  fresh  data  become  available.  For  abnormal  and  non- 
Census  years  the  sales  class  distributions  are  only  rough  approximations.  This  is 
true  for  1983  in  which  the  payment-in-kind  program  was  in  operation.  Because 
information  is  not  available  to  prorate  net  inventory  change  by  sales  class, 
gross  receipts  in  tables  57  through  60  include  net  inventory  change  prorated  on 
the  basis  of  farm  marketings.
